Chicago Packers Advance Prices Owing to

Chicago, Jul" 28 — Prices on corned 


and roast beef went skyward yesterday, 
advancing from 81.25 to 81.50 per dozen 
fi'r one pound cans, This is the largest 
advance ever made by Chicago and 
western packers at one jump. 


The cause of the advance is the large 


demand for these goods by the United 
States government and foreign powers. 
When war was declared between the 
United States and Spain in April, 1898, 
the packers and their agents through- 
out the world hud 20,000,000 pounds of 
canned roast and corned beef stored,

Rubbe |at present is very expensive 


and costs 96 cents a pound. For the 
tire of the two inch tread a set 'of four 
wheels costs about $135,, 


These large sizes aie placed on closed 


earriagefc, and in the larger cities the 
.fire departments are equipping their 
hose watrons and other apparatus with 
tires. That may be the progress made 
in this'city in a few years to come. 


In New York and Boston the fire de 


partment apparatus is fitted with rubber 
tires. Rubber has proved a great boon 
for the ambulance and patrol wagon, 
especially, the former, and it has often 
been suggested that the combined patrol 
and ambulance of this city should be 
thus improved, as patients and injured 
persons are given a jarring ride on the 
ro'jgh pavements, often when the re 
suits may prove serious.

How Tires Are Placed On. 


To begin with, tho old wheels are di- 


vested of their steel rims, In place1 of 
the smooth rim a steel channel rim is 
shrunk on to the wooden rim. Into 
this channel is to be fitted the rubber 
tire. 'Ihe rubber comes in long strips, 
sufficient in length to pass completely 
ftround the circumference ot the steel 
channel and allow several inches of rub- 
ber to spare. At the base of the rubber 
tiring are two holes that pass complete- 
ly through the rubber from end to end. 
Through the holes are passed lengths 
of steel wire that fit snugly into the 
holes. Then the rubber is bent round 
and slipped into the channel, where

Silent Signals Used by the Chi- 


nese Society Now In Revolt.

Cliinnuion, they are adepts in mystery 
and secrecy. 
Xo other nation is so 


close mouthed. Secrecy is their watch- 
word. Their whole social organization 
has a background of mystery. 
No 


other nation has so many secret so- 
cieties aud nowhere .else are so many 
silent signals used in daily life. 


There is perhaps .not a grown China- 


man in .the world who does not belong 
to at least one secret society, and most 
of them are members of several "Hui," 
which is the general name they give 
to sr.ch organizations. 
He is an active 


member of them all whether he .re- 
mains in the Flowery 
Kingdom or 


makes his home abroad. 
Wherever 


, they go they carry with them the prac- 


tice of using deft signals whereby they 
may silently communicate with each 
other. But all secrets will out eventu- 
ally, even though they be those of the 
closest mouthed people ou earth. Thus 
it happens that a few of the more im- 
portant ones used by the Boxers have 
become known outside of tlie societies 
using them, ant) some of them are de- 
scribed in the New York World.' 


For instance, there is a way for a 


Chinaman to let a stranger know that 
he is a member and at the same time 
indicating his rank in the society, all 
done in an instant by a simple arrange- 
ment of his lingers. 
"Have you had 


your hand pricked?" is the question 
which brings forth this flngcr sign. 
Pricking the second finger of the left 
hand with a sharp instrument is chief 
among the forms of initiation. 


When this question is put to him by 


a fellow countryman, tho member re- 
'plies "Yes," and at the same time he 
holds out his left hand with the nail 
of the thumb pressed against the sec- 
oncr finger at the spot where ho re- 
ceived his initiation prick. 
The fore- 


finger is held level with the thnmb. 
while the other fingers are bunt against 
the palm of the hand. The nearer to 
the paim the prick happens to be the 
higher the rank of the member. If the 
prick is ou the palm Itself it indicates 
that the member is of the very highest 
rank. 


In order to indicate unmistakably his 


Identity 
during troublous times like 


the present in China tho member re- 


' sorts to signs more readily noticed 


when going out into the streets. One 
sign of membership is to roll up the 
right trousers leg or the right sleeve 
of his jacket, or. if ho gets into a 
crowd where these signs might not be 
noticed, he may indicate the same 
thing by holding his -right hand ove.- 
his head with three of the 
fingers 


spread out. ' Still another way is to 
let the corner of his jacket hang care- 
lessly down inside at the neck by un- 
buttoning the top button. 


The Chinaman's'cue, which he makes 


use of in a thousand and one ways in 
daily life, comes in handy for making 
his secret society signals.' If a Boxer 
should be in distress and wanted to 
call upon his brothers in the baud for 
assistance, he could get it by "talking 
through his cue." so to speak.. When 
ho si.cnals thus for help, he wears his 
cue hanging in a loop over his right 
shoulder, the cud brought around the 
neck and tied in two loose slipknots to 
the loop. 


Heaven, "tien;" earth, "ti." and" man, 


"jin," are'words frequently used by the 
secret crgauis-.ation, and there is a 
"pigtail" sisn for each. "Tien" is indi- 
cated by twisting the cue once around 
the head, crossing it in front and let- 
ting it hang in a loop on the left side. 
When he wants to represent "ti," the 
member twists his cue twice around 
his head, crossing ou both sides and 
looping upward ou the left side. 
The 


sign for "jin" is tho same as for "ti," 
oiily the cue is looped downward in- 
stead of upward on the left side. 


One signal for assistance in a fight 


Is to hold out the right hand with the 
palm outward, at the same time put- 
ting the left hand on the breast, the 
thumb and forefinger bent aud the 
others shut. 
When it is desired to 


stop members from lighting, the 'loft 
hand is kept in the same position, and 
the palm of the right hand is turned 
inward. 


There 
arc also 
hand 
signs 
for 


"heaven," "earth" and "man." 
The 


sign for "heaven" is made by holding 
'the right hand out with the thumb 
and 
forefinger 
bent, the 
remaining 


three fingers straight and the corre- 
sponding three Lingers of tlie left hand 
ou the chest. 
FOL- "earth" the right 


hand is held out with the thumb, first 
and second fingers straight, the other 
fingers bent and the left thumb aud 
two fingers open on tho breast. 


In giving the sign for "man" the 


right hand is held out with the thumb 
and little finger straight, the other 
fingers bent aud the left hand ou the 
breast. This sign may also stand fbi1 
"tho dragon's head and pheuix tail." 
These three signs formed in rapid 
succession mean "I am of the Heaven 
and Earth society," in other words. 
a triad. 


Another interesting and complicated 


system is signaling with teacups aud 
saucers aud rice bowls during meals. 
The dishes placed in a great variety of 
positions upon tables mean a lot of 
things.
